With two seats captured in 
Roscommon, the Farmers have 
gained 7 new seats, one in Donegal,

Three Ministers of State have had 
to struggle hard to keep their places, 
notably Mr. Derrig, Minister for

DONEGAL 
VENDETTA 


HE death of Private Joseph 
43 Doherty (32), Irish street, 
Raphoe, County Donegal, in 
the early hours of 18th May, had a 
sequel in Lifford District Court 
yesterday, when 21-year-old William 
Hewitt, a member of the L.D.F., 
also of Raphoe, appeared on a 
charge of murder. There was an 
alternative charge of manslaughter. 
. J. P. O'Reilly. for the 
Attorney-General, said that Doherty 
was a deserter from the 
Army, apparently avoiding arrest, 
In a caravan next door to brothers 
of Doherty lived a family named 
Lynch. There was tremendous ill- 
feeling between the Dohertys on the 
one hand and the Lynchs and Hewitts 
on the other, and it developed into 
a savage vendetta. The Dohertys 
blamed the Hewitts for the arvest of 
Joseph Doherty, who was pre- 
viously in the Army, and had 
previously deserted and been 
arrested. That was the qrux of the 
whole business: On the night of 
May 17 John and Alex. Doherty, 
brothers of the deceased man, were 
drinking. They caught John Lynch 
and gave him a most savage beating. 
They smashed up the door of 
Lynch’s house, where Hewitt lived. 
Hewitt retaliated by smashing 
Doherty’s establishment. Joseph 
Doherty arrived and made a savage 
attack on lLynchs, smashing the 
door. ‘ Hewitt put a cartridge into 
his rifle, saying he would shoot. He 
did so, and killed Joseph Doherty 
as he stood in the doorway. There 
was no question of a warning shot 
being fired. The State case was 
that the shot was fired to kill. 
Sergeant Grennan gave evidence 
of arresting John and Alex. 
Doherty, who were. released on bail, 
on a charge of causing malicious 
injury to. Lynchs door on the night 
of May 17 or early on May 18. 


ALLEGED THREAT 

Witness asked Hewitt what 
happened. He replied: “ Sergeant, 
I shot him. He would have 
murdered us all, Look at the stones. 
I did not mean to do it. I only 
meant to scare him.’’ He was pre- 
sent when Hewitt made a statement 
to Superintendent Kelly. He said 
that Sosa Doherty threatened to 
murder everybody in Lynch’s house. 
Doherty had thrown stones into the 
house. Hewitt was afraid someone 
in the house would be killed, so he 
ran for his rifle. ''[ did not taxe 
any aim. I had no intention of 
hitting him, and I fired, as I 
thought, high above his head. After 
the shot I saw him stagger out- 
side,” he said.

U.S. Miners 
Going Back 
to the Pits 


Reuter’s Special Correspondent in 
New York stated last night thet 
niuiners began to trickle back to the 
pits yesterday morning as news of 
the decision of their Union’s Policy 
Committee reached the coalfields. 
More were expected to report for 
later shifts, and full production was 
likely te be resumed last night. 
Tine steel companies have already 
cancelled arrangements for a further 
curtailment of operations, and the 
U.S. Steet Corporation announces 
that 13 blast furnaces scheduled to 
shut down to-day will be kept going. 

Lhe miners were ordered back to 
work by John L, Lewis, after a 
dramatic decision late on Tuesday 
night. by the Policy Committee ot 
the Union. 

Vhe return to work until October 
$1 does not mean that the dispute 
has been finally settled, but, unlike 
the two previous truces, Which 
lasted only a fortnight, it ensures 
production for over four months, 
und offers hope that differences may 
he ironed out. Mr. Lewis made it 
clear that the miners were going to 
work for the Government, and not 
for the coalowners. 

The American coal owners have 
written to the War Labour Board 
demanding the restoration of the 
mines to their proper ownership 
and control. The owners, said the 
letter, are being penalised for com- 
plying with the Board’s order by 
having their mines taken from them. 
—(Reuter.) 


PRESIDENT’S ACTION 


President Roosevelt said last night 
that he proposes to ask Congress to 
raise the military age limit to 65 in 
order to curb strikes. 

The move was intended to meet 
any threat of interruption of work 
in pjants, mines or ether establish- 
ments owned or operated by the 
Government. 

The statement declares that before 
the coal strike ended the Govern- 
ment had taken steps to set up 
machinery for inducting into the 
armed forces all miners subjected to 
the Selective Service Act, who had 
absented themselves from work 
without just cause.—(Reuter. )

Very Rev R. M. Boyp. 


BISHOP OF 
KILLALOE 
CHOSEN 


6 Very Rev. R. M. Boyd, 
B.D., M.C., was elected Bishop 
of Killaloe, Kilfenora, Clonfert 
and Kilmacduagh, on the first count 
in the election of the Diocesan Synod 
held in Limerick yesterday. 

Youngest son of the late Mr. 
Robert Boyd, J.P., of Marathon, 
Kilkeel, Co. Down, he was educated 
at St. Andrew’s College and Trimty 
College, Dublin, where he won 
honours and prizes in history and 
philosophy. He took his B.A. and 
Divinity Testimonium in 1912; M.A. 
in 1919, and B.D. in 1929. He was 
ordained in 1912 for the curacy of 
Fiddown, Diocese of Ossory, under 
Faculty, from Archbishop Crozier, 
as he was under canonical age for 
ordination. Soon after the outbreak 
of the 1914-18 Great War he went to 
France and was attached to the 2nd 
Battalion of the King’s Own Regi- 
ment. He saw service in Flanders, 
France and the Balkans, and, at the 
early age of 27, was appointed Senior 
Chaplain. During his service in the 
army he was mentioned in de- 
spatches and awarded the Military 
Cross. 

In 1920 he was appointed to *the 
Incumbency of _ Ballingarry and 
Lockeen, and in’ 1925 to Shinrone 
and Ettagh, where he remained until 
1932, when he was appointed to the 
Cathedral Parish of Killaloe. He 
was a Canon of St. Patrick's 
Cathedral from 1931 to 1936; 
Treasurer of St, Flannan’s Cathedral 
from 1931 to 1936; Dean of Killaloe 
from 1936, and Examining Chaplain 
to the Bishop of Killaloe from 1929. 
For many years Diocesan Secretary 
of Killaloe and Kilfenora, he was 
also Registrar of the United 
Dioceses. 

On the first vote Dean Boyd 
received 29 clerical votes out of a 
possible 31, and 62 lay votes out of 
a possible 67. The Most Rey. Dr. 
Barton, Archbishop of Dublin, 
presided. Mr. R. H. Ryland, 
chartered accountant, Dublin, was 
the assessor.

on Mulheim 
36 Planes 
Missing 


COMMUNIQUE issued by 
A the British Air Ministry 
yesterday stated :— 

“ Aircraft of Bomber Command 
made a heavy attack on objectives 
at Mulheim, one of the smaller 
towns in the Ruhr. Preliminary re- 
ports indicate that the bombing was 
well concentrated. Crews reported 
that large fires were still burning 
at Krefeld and Huls. 

‘Aircraft of Fighter Command 
carried out intruder patrols over 
Holland and France. Two enemy 
aircraft were destroyed over Hol- 
land. Thirty-five bombers and one 
fighter are missing. 

Mulheim, with a population ef 
136,000, is an important centre of 
the German steel industry, and has 
large railway, wagon and locomotive 
repair.shops. It is one of the prin- 
pal outlets of the Ruhr to Southern 
Germany by rail. It was last 
raided on December 21, 1940. 

The British Air Ministry News 
Service states that the night photo- 
graphs of the attack on Krefeld 
have now been plotted, and they 
show that the bombing was highly 
concentrated. The attack on Maul- 
heim was only slightly less heavy 
than the attack on Krefeld. 


GERMAN STATEMENT 


“What the population of Ober- 
hausen and Mulheim, and the people 
along the Rhine and in the Ruhr 
district have had to endure lately is 
unbelievable,’”’ said a German front- 
line reporter over German radio yes- 
terday, quoted by Associated Press. 

‘‘ During the last 48 hours all A.A. 
posts, and all-night fighter stations 
have had alerts without a break. 
Yesterday and last night a total of 
92 enemy planes was shot down, in- 
cluding 72 feur-engined bombers. 
During the last 48 hours 136 
machines were shot down by fighters 
and A.A.” 


SWISS PROTESTS 


Switzerland is tc protest both to 
Britain and Germany against incl- 
dents during the Lancaster raid on 
the radio location work at Fried- 
richshafen on Sunday-Monday mght 
last. A communiqué last night said 
that the Swiss Minister in London 
has been instructed to protest 
vigorously against the violation of 
Swiss air territory by British ’planes.

_ Axis Says Mediterranean 


Lull Nearing End 


German Radio stated last night 
that German Generals now believe 
indications are increasing which 
suggest that the Mediterranean lull 
is approaching its end. 

“It is stressed,’ the announcer 
said, ‘‘that German troops are 
standing at the ready by the side 
of the Italian troops to meet any 
attack jn the Mediterranean area.”’ 

President Roosevelt conferred in 
Washington yesterday with his mili- 
tary and naval chiefs. 

The Germans are rushing anti- 
invasion preparations throughout 
Norway, according to reports reach- 
ing Stockholm, says Reuter’s special 
correspondent there. He states that 
in the past few days Oslo fjord 
had had a boom of submarine nets 
placed across it. 

Later Berlin Radio stated that the 
British authorities had decreed a 
security zone along the Syrian- 
Turkish border at places 30 miles 
deep into Syrian territory.

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Alleged Theft of 
Petrol from 
Collinstown 


€¢7F the facts which will be 
| given in 


this case are 
accepted by the jury, it will 
establish that the management of 
Collinstown Aerodrome seems to be 
rotten from the top to the bottom,” 
said Mr. J.~A. McCarthy, §.C., 
who, with Mr. A. O Cuiv (instructed 
by the “Chief State Solicitor), 
appeared for the prosecution in the 
Dublin Circuit Criminal Court 
yesterday, before Judge Shannon 
and a jury, when Walter McCabe, 
Superintendent of Collinstown Air- 
port; and James O’Brien, of 
Clonard,: Balbriggan, pleaded not 
guilty to charges of having stolen 
a quantity of about ten gallons of 
petrol, belonging to Air Rianta 
Teoranta, between May 1 and 
August ól, 1941. They also pleaded 
not guilty on other charges of 
conspiracy, of stealing and receiv- 
ing between May 1 and September 
30, 1941, 14 gallons of petrol, the 
property of the company, and on 
other charges of having falsified the 
company’s account books. 

‘While the amount of oil in a 
particular charge might be small,”’ 
continued Mr. McCarthy, “the 
charge itself and the matters arising 
out of it might be of great im- 
portance to those concerned and to 
the community.” Aer Lingus Rianta 
was a quasi-State Company, which 
managed and controlled Collinstown 
Aerodrome. The - statement that 
the management of Collinstown 
Aerodrome was rotten from top -to 
hottom was a very grave statement. 
The petrol was taken out and used 
for purposes other than the com- 
pany’s purposes, and the books of 
the company were so kept by 
O’Brien, with the connivarwe of 
McCabe, so as to make it appear 
that the physical stock of oil in the 
company’s stores corresponded with 
what appeared in the books. ‘‘ The 
Superintendent and some of the 
workers were in a conspiracy to 
defraud the company,” he said. 

Jeremiah F. Dempsey, secretary of 
the. company when the alleged 
offences were committed, and now 
manager and secretary, gave evidence 
of the appointment of McCabe as 
superintendent, O’Brien was stores 
clerk, taking the records of the issue 
of oil and petrol in connection with 
the aerodrome. McCabe had a car 
for which he was permitted an allow- 
ance of petrol for use in connection 
with the airport, but not outside it. 

Francis J. Kelly, accountant, Aer 
Rianta, Teoranta, said that it was 
O’Brien’s duty to check the quantity 
of petrol delivered in connection with 
the work of the acrodrome as against 
the invoices. From March 1 to 
April 30, 1941, the amount of petrol 
issued was 237 gallons. In the same 
period for 1942 the amount was 383 
gallons. i

Then the Allied High Command 
switched the aerial offensive fro 
the Mediterranean to the Ruhr. 
Within the last three weeks the 
Royal Air Force has been exceed- 
ingly active. One by one the chief 
industrial cities of the Ruhr 
valley have been visited by 
British bombers, which have made 
their attacks in impressive force. 
The other night, for example, 
more than seen hundred 
machines were over Krefeld, and 
tweaty-four hours rarely have 
passed without a major raid on 
one or other of Germany’s centres 
of production. These raids have 
not been carried out with im. 
punity, The Krefeld attack cost 
the British forty-four bombers ; 
and it is evident that, while the 
percentage of loss still is rela- 
‘tively low, the Germans have in- 
creased the strength and intensity 
‘of their “ Flak,’’ and that they 
are concentrating at the moment 
on anti-aircraft defences. Their 
official reports make no attempt to 
minimise the gravity of the 
damage that is being caused by 
the British raids. Manifestly the 
Anglo-American Allies have a 
numerical superiority in the air, 
which is bound to increase as 
time progresses, and thev are 
using it in an attempt to cripple 
Germany’s war production before 


tinent. 

In the meanwhile, Russia is 
continuing to press for the 
immediate establishment of a 
second front. On the second 
anniversary of the German in. 
vasion the Soviet Government 
issued a special announcement 
which made the general position 
absolutely clear. During the last 
two years Russia has been bear- 
ing the brunt of the fighting on 
land. The British and Americans 
scored a decided success in 
North Africa, but the number 
of men involved on both sides 
was comparatively small; and, 
although the Tunisian campaign 
has had a big effect on the 
general strategy of the war, 
any attempt to compare it 
with the campaign in Russia 
would be ridiculous. According 
to the Russian statement, nearly 
11,000,000 men have been lost in 
killed and prisoners alone on “ne 
Russian front. The Germans 
have lost 6,400,000, and the 
Russians themselves 4,200,000. In 
view of the fact that the Russians 
have been on the defensive most 
of the time, the apparent dis- 
crepancy between the losses of the 
two belligerents is not unreason- 
able. Attackers invariably lose 
more than defenders. Of course, the 
Russians cannot know precisely 
how many men the Germans have 
Jost; but they must know their 
own casualties, 
which they give is gigantic. They 
admit freely that Russia alone 
cannot hope to defeat the Axis. 


Jast two years have bled their 
people white, and, although they 
still have colossal reserves of man- 
power, they evidently are in no 
case to mount a major offensive 
without help from the British 
and Americans. Will that help 
be forthcoming ; and, if so, where? 
That is the question which is 
exercising the minds of men and 
women throughout the world at 
present. The Germans and the 
Italians are on the quit vive. 
Since the recapture of Kharkov 
the Germans have been con- 
tinuously on the defensive every- 
where, and it is evident that they 
are husbanding their resources 
against a possible invasion of 
the continent by the Allies. 
It was generally expected 
that they would resume their 
offensive against Russia before the 
end of May in an effort to capture 
Moscow, and, possibly, Lenin-

When the great clash 
comes, as come it must, the loss 
of life will be appalling; but 
there is no way of escape from 
the dilemma, and the, peoples of 
Europe, including the neutrals, 
must be prepared to faee a period 
of unprecedented suffering before

A Bronté Enthusiast 


Mr. Jonas Bradley, who has died, 
at the age of 84, at Haworth, the 
place made famous as the home of 
the Bronté sisters, had been an 
enthusiastic member of the Bronté 
Society almost since its foundation, 
and for many years had been a 
Vice-President. 

For 30 years he was Headmaster 
of the local school at Stanbury, 
which owed its origin to the father 
of the Brontés. Charlotte occasionally 
taught there. Mr. Bradley held the 
opinion that the Rev, Patrick 
Bronté was not the fierce master he 
was made out to be,-and that Justice 
has not been done to him. He 
believed that the false inspression 
was due largely to remarks made by 
Charlotte, who had little patience 
with him. 

Mr. Bradley had acted as guide 
to the Bronté country to many 
hundreds of visitors and he knew 
every place associated in any way 
with the family. Emily was his 
favourite of the three writers, 
mainly because of her love of the 
moors, and he thought that in her 
inspired moments she was the equal 
of Shakespeare.

QUIDNUNC. 
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N Midsummer's Day there was 
broadcast by Moscow Radio 
a statement of the Soviet 
Information -Bureau dealing with 
their two years of war against the 
Axis Powers. Figures of casualties 
and material losses were given for 
both contending sides, which were 
truly gigantic. Simultaneously a 
German. statement was issued from 
Berlin, framed along similar lines, 
but giving no figures for German 
losses. t is thus not easy to 
establish a comparison between the 
two pronouncements—and it is 
altogether. impossible to reconcile 
them completely. 


GERMAN LOSSES 


As there is only the one set of 
figures dealing with German losses, 
it will be well to deal with these 
first. They were as follows :— 
6,400,000 killed and prisoners; guns 
lost, 56,500; tanks lost, 42,400; 
"planes lost, 43,000. Now, it is 
difficult to estimate the losses of 
the other side in any circumstances, 
This is particularly so for a 
Belligerent retreating over great 
expanses—which was the case of the 
Russians for much of the time in 
both 1941 and 1942. Al! that can be 
known with certainty is the number 
of prisoners taken and of captured 
material, The oniy occasion of a 
really big haul of German prisoners 
was in the case of the Sixth Army 
of Paulus at Stalingrad; so that 
most of the six millions odd must 
be regarded as dead, if the figure 
is to be approximately accepted— 
and we do not know how it was - 
arrived at. 

As to the claims of material lost 
or destroyed, it-is reasonable to 
accept these more readily. In both 
their winter .counter-offensives the 
Russians inflicted heavy. material 
losses. Even when the Germans 
were able to extricate their men, 
they frequently had to abandon 
tanks, guns and aircraft. Then, 
too, at Stalingrad vast quantities 
had been built up, in view of the 
siege operations. Again, important 
stocks must have been lost when 
such dépéts as Kharkov or Millerovo 
passed back, temporarily’ or per- 
manently, into Russian possession. 
We must leave the matter at that. 


_* SOVIET LOSSES 


For the Russian losses, as has been 
said, “we. have two sets of figures 
and thus a basis of comparison. In 
each case the Russian figures are 
given first, the German figures fol- 
0 amie parentheses: G. 3, 35,000. 
(50,000); tanks, 30,000 (36,000) ; 
aircraft. 23, (40,000) . The 
discrepancies are considerable, but 
not, incapable of being reconciled. 
For example, a trench-mortar or a 
light anti-tank piece might some- 
times be returned as a ‘‘ gun’’; or a 
damaged ‘plane might succeed in 
making its way home, 

But the comparative figures for 
personnel losses are quite incapable 
of any such adjustment. The

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ASTRONOMICAL 
NUMBERS

4,200,000 in ‘killed and missing,” 
while the Germans claim twenty 
millions ‘‘ killed and wounded,’’ and 
five million prisoners. Evidently 
what has been said above as to the 
difficulty of estimating enemy 
casualties applies here also. Indeed, 
the introduction of the category 
‘wounded ’’ increases the difficulty. 
As to the number of prisoners 
claimed, it is doubtless very great; 
but over three millions has been 
mentioned quite a considerable time 
ago, and several millions are cer- 
tainly working in Germany and 
other Axis countriese 


WAR MATERIAL 


At all events, one fact can be 
definitely gathered from these two 
statements—the gigantic measure of 
the effort imposed on both com- 
batants by the war on the Russian 
front. Even .the most numerous 
populations must feel such casualties 
—especially when it is necessary at 
the same time to grapple with indus- 
trial war-problems on a correspond- 
ing scale. And the very fact that 
war-material disappears. in such 
wholesale fashion means that the 
industrial efforts to replace—and 
increase—it must be of a like order 
of magnitude. 

No wonder, then, that there is a 
temporary lull in the fighting on this 
front. The need to rest and 
reorganise must be as great for one 
belligerent as for another. The 
Russians have been attacking the 
more recently and they will scarcely 
resume that róle until such time as 
the necessary reserves of men and 
material to maintain a continuous 
effort have been amassed. For the 
Germans the position is even more 
clear and understandable. | While 
they are in expectation of an Allied 
attack elsewhere they cannot afford 
to make any too serious commit- 
ments in Russia. "
